The owner has long 
Surrounded by a grove of 
maple and cedar trees it presents a lone¬ 
some appearance. It will be the next 
victim far the angry waters, and one 
more favoite landmark will have disap¬ 
peared. 

Little shanties that were erected years 
ago have toppled over and swept down 
stream with the mighty current that 
•earned destined to sweep every land¬ 
mark out of existence that had adorned 
the village of Kaskaskia for the past 
century. Seventy-five years ago the 
town promised to be a city. Even be¬ 
fore St. Louis had a population of 500 
souls every indication pointed toward 
Kaskaskia as the growing city of the 
west, bat the high water played sad 
havoc with the settlement, and St. Louis 
grew and prospered. 

In 1880 the population was 1,213, and 
nine years later, in 1889, it had been re¬ 
duced to 862. Since the Mississippi 
river has made such a determined ef¬ 
fort to swallow up the village the island 
has been comparatively deserted, not 
more than 400 soulf inhabiting this once 
prosperous settlement. The farmers (no 
other class of people now exist there) 
crow the river in skiffs and do their 
trading at Chester and return to g^eir 
island to live in solitude until once more 
they are compelled to visit Chester to 
lay in their winter or summer supply of 
provisions and clothing. 

The land is the most fertile in Illinois, 
and passing steamers are hailed lo move 
the crope that are harvested in great 
abundance.
